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Economist Cites Nation’s Farmers . 
- For Contributions To Allied Cause 
And Hungry Nationals Of Europe

What .the great warrior meant 
was that an army can be relied 
upon to reach the peak of fighting 
efficiency only if adequately fed. 

And this leads to the discussion 
of a new book which recently 
made its appearance and has 
impressed economists bécause it 
deals with a phase of the world 
war not: hitherto touched upon by 
historians—the contribution of the 
American and Canadian farmer to 
the successful prosecution of the 
conflict. 

“American Pork Production in 
the World War” is the unromantic 
title of a volume by Frank M. Sur- 
face .(A. W. Shaw Co., Chicago) 
in which this authority, an écon- 
omist, sets forth in entertaining 
fashion the inside story of the im- 
portant part this food. product and 
its producers played in the war. 

The recital of Dr. Surface’s story 


begins with ree Spring of 1917, 
when the allied rnment appeal- 
ed to the newly- 


reated . United 
States Food Administration for an 
increase of the supply of fats avail- 
able to them from American sourc- 
es. They had been buying grains 
and the market had been exceed- 
ingly.. active, but as their people 
were in great need of fats the jus- 
tice of their plea was recognized 
by the officials of the United States 
government. 

The farmers,. however, were not 
so easily convinced. They were 
getting good prices for their grain 
and, unless they could be satisfied 
that the hog and its products would 
not develop losses, they were loathe 
to undertake the production. Her- 
bert Hoover, representing the Food

so far as the control of the govern- 
nent, neutral and allied buying of 
pork would permit, he would at- 
tempt to keep the market price of 
hogs in a definite relation to the 
price of corn. 

The experience the farmers had 
after accepting this assurance is re- 
counted by the author of this re- 
cord in entertaining manner. He 
tells of the anxiety and discour- 
agement caused the Food Admin- 
istration by breakdown’ df rail ship- 
ping facilities, unreasonable market- 
ing and the lack of allied ships to 
carry the cargoes, and‘'of the earn- 
estness of the farmer ih continuing 
his production at top peed. 

Then came fhe Aritistice, and 
with it the threat thatithe market 
would collapse. -Thesaliies forgot 
the assurances they had given to 
purchase the output of the Ameri- 
can farmer, and indicated that they 
intended to turn to the Southern 
Hemisphere now that, ‘the sub- 
marine and other naval threat was) 
removed, where they counted upon 
much lower prices and increased 
supply. To this the United States 
Food Administration dissented in 
no uncertain terms,” maintaining 
that since the allied governments 
had pledged them to the purchases 
they should fulfill those promises 
or assist in the disposal of the 
pork elsewhere. 

But allied orders were cancelled, 
neutral countries were strictly ra- 
tioned or blockaded, proposed re- 
lief programs which would have 
provided an outlet for the products 
were thwarted, and the gutlook for 
the American hog grower was in- 
deed anything but promising. The 
story of the manner in which the 
United States Food Administration 
set about to keep faith with the 


ministration’s Grain Corporation 
and the Commission for Relief in 
Belgium were instructéd to pur- 
chase pork products to be available 
later for sale to Germany and for 
relief in Southern and Eastern 
Europe when it could be establish- 
ed. The French and Italian gov- 
ernments after earnest representa- 
tions were prevailed upon to rein- 
State their orders for delivery in 
January and February of 1919 and 
still further strenuous negotiations 
resulted in a practical lifting of the 
blockade on neutrals. The United 
States Army supported the market 
through purchases, and, Dr. Surface 
points out, these combined pur- 
chases: barely supported the market 
through the first two months of 
the: year. 

When the War Trade Board, on 
March 6th, removed government 
control from the pork market 
it seemed that disaster had arrived, 
but ih the meantime Mr. Hoover 
had accomplished two missions 
which saved the situation. He suc- 
ceeded in organizing an inter-allied 
relief body for the-. distressed 
peoples in neWly-liberated countries 
of Europe and in effecting a relax- 
ation of the blockade against Ger- 
many. Thus markets were created, 
immense shipments were begun, 
prices were maintained and. the 
American farmer enjoyed the 
profits of his labor. ( 

. Dr. Surface makes the definite 
statement that this availability of 
American food in Europe undoubt- 
edly staved off a disastrous famine 
and unquestionably prevented the 
spread of anarchy and bolshevism.

IMPEACH JUDGE 
IN DRY SCANDAL

“WASHINGTON, Jan. 28. —Ex- 
treme drys, anxious to head off 
impeachment proceedings against 
Federal Judge Frank Cooper, 
northern New York district, were 
rebuffed by the house today, when 
it voted to refer to the judiciary 
committee impeachment charges 
made by Rep. La Guardia, Republi- 
can of New York. 

Rising to a question of the 
highest privilege, La Guardia charg- 
ed’ Judge Cooper with violation of 
his oath of office by alleged 
connivance in having federal dry 
agents buy, sell. and transport 
liquor to trap bootleggers along 
the ‘Canadian border. 

La Guardie’s impeachment charges 
were based mainly upon the 
creasury’s report on “under cover” 

dvities, submitted. to;the. sen- 
até'in response to. the resolution 
of ‘Senator Reed, Democrat of 
Missouri. 

Included in the report was a 
statement by R. Q. Merrick, for- 
mer prohibition agent, that Judge 
Cooper sanctioned the plan of 
putting government agents into 
the bootleg liquor traffic. 

Reps,. Cramton, Republican of 
Michigan, Bianton, Democrat of 
Texas, and others resorted to 
every parliamentary device to 
squelch the La Guardia proceed- 
ings by keeping it away from the
